RADIO FOG-SIGNAL STATIONS. 


Radio fog signals were established on May 1 last at Ambrose Channel Light Vessel, 
Fire Inland Light Vessel, and Sea Girt Light Station. A veewe equipped with radio 
‘compass may determine ita bearing from the above signals. The signals are operated 
etch day from 9 to 9.30 a. m. and from 3 to 3 30 p. m. and continuously during thick 
or fogzy weather. Signals are transmitted on 1,000-meter wave-length, ae follows: 

Ambrose Channel Light Vowel transmits a series of single dashes for 20 seconde, 
silent 20 soconde. 

Firo Island Light Vossel transmite a seres of double dashes for 25 second, silent 26 
seconds. 

Sea Girt Light Station transmits a seres of triple dashos for 60 seconds, silent & 
minutos. 5
